Oar telegrams today show that a very 
serious situation may be created by France's 
breach of neutrality. The position of the 
benevolent neutral is always one of much 
delicacy and difficulty, and we can well under 
stand the anxiety of the French not to enforce 
against their allies the provisions of Inter- 
tional Law more stringently than they are 
lately compelled. It is, however, clear that 
in this war the Preach have gone much farther 
the way of assisting the Russian Fleet than 
the comity of nations jastifies or even permits.

Fleet. The long voyage has been conducted 
with’ perfect ease and facility, though Russia 
does not possess a single harbour between 
the Baltic and Vladivostok. The fleet has 
been trained into a formidable fighting force, 
with confidence in itself and in its officers; and 
a een tremendous responsibility has been 
wn upon the Japanese Admiral. 

Oar ss pe et this crisis is clear and 
unmistakable. As the “Times,” in its article 
yesterday says, “no more deplorable error can 
be committed by France than to suppose that 
the complaints of Japan will be treated lightly.” 
We must support and enforce by every means 
in our power the protest of our ally to the 
French Foreign Office. If the idea is once 
allowed to prevail in Japan that our goodwill 
and our faithfulness to treaty obligation bas 
been weakened by the desire to maintain our 
entente cordiale with France, a vital bluw wil! 
have been dealt at our position in Asia. It is 
prematare to indulge conjecture as to what the 
policy of Japan after the war may be. Ot this 
let us be certain that the Government of the 
Mikado will not want for suitors. And though 
the island Empire of the West is, as the Japan- 
ese statesmen know, the most appropriate ally 
for the island Bmpire of the East, they are 
not likely, in any future ts, to 
be guided by matters of sentiment. ‘The Auglo- 
Japanese Alliance has been productive of much 
solid benefit already ; it has kept the ring, 
rendered the war possiole, and given Japan 
the opportunity of raising herself to a place 
where the Powers of Burope are most reluctant 
to interfere with her. But if the ‘alliance were 
‘ow to break down at the eleveuth hoor, if 
noreaerenny should gain the advantage over 

Togo, our acquiescence and supineness, 
there would be a barst ot angry feeling which 
might prodace not dnly oblivion of the past, 
but @ determination not to trust Great Britain 
in the fatare. Already public opinion in the
